The Success of the Wolter Milt 


-velopments in the 
Bright. Qutlook—A 3 
150 Men and Three Women. | 


J. C. Woodward of Reno returned 
yesterday from a three months 
stay in Como. He reports that 
the Welter mill is working splea- 
didly on Eureka ore. No clean up has 
yet been made, but there is abund- 
ance evidence that the rock will pay 
beyond firat expectation. The whole pop- 
ulation are jubilant over the brilliant 
prospects of the camp. The mill is at 
present running five stamps, and the 
machinery for five more is being put 
in. The battery frame for ten is al- 
ready up. No difficulty whatever is 
experienced in working the ore. It is 
believed to contain a high percentage 
of gold.

THE EUREKA MINE 


is, at present, supplying the mill on a 
contract for crushing a thousand tons.

THE CURB -CINCHOMA ROBRA. 
Cinchona bark was introduced into 
Europe about the year 1638, but it was not un 
til about 1737 that the plant producing it was 
known to naturalists. In that year, a French 
man, on a journey to Lima, Peru, had the op- 
portunity of examining the tree, a descrip- 


‘tion ef whith (upon his return to Paris) he 


published in the Memoirs of the French 
Academy. Soon thereafter, Linnens, the bot- 
anist, gave it the name of“Cinchona Officin- 
alia,“ in honor of the Countess of Cinchon, 
wife ofthe Viceroy of Peru, who had been 


healed miraculously. (as the Jesuits. of the 


day believed) hy drinking from a pool of wa- 
ter into which the top of one of these trees, 
blown down by the wind, had füllen. 
Cinchona stands at the head of all tonics. 
When taken into the stomacha pure tincture 
of it usually excites in a short time a warmth 
which diffuses itself over the whole body. 


* After some moments have elapsed the circa- 


lation experiences its influence, as exhibited 
in the somewhat increased frequency of the 
pulse; and, after a few doses are given at 
regular intervals. the whole system becomes 
more or less beneficially affected, and all the 
functions undergo a moderate degree of ex- 
citement.
